It Liebig, in his day, gauged tho oiv- 
ilizatiou ol a country by tlio quantity ol 
eoap consumed, we aro more fully justi- 
fled, in our age, in naing paper ea a 
Eienauro of culture. This ia most plainly 
demonatrp.ted by tho total production of 
each separate coimt:-y, and the con- 
sumption of paper per head of ita popu- 
lation. Tlia United Stat«a sfamda first 
on the list, producing 460,000,000 
pounds, and importing beside about 
4,000,000 more ; uoit follow Gtermauy 
v/Uh 452,000,001), England with 402,- 
000,000, Fniuce with 290,000,000, Aus- 
tria vith 210,000,000, Italy with 112,- 
000,000, Russia with 72,o6o,COO, Spain 
with 68,000,000, littlo Belgium with 
54,000,000, Switzerland with 32,000,000. 
Sweden with 30,000,000, the Nether- 
latids and Portugal eacli with 16,000,000, 
and Denmark 10,000,000 pounds. Greece, 
Itoumonia and Turkey maimfaoture al- 
most no paiwr, luul import together 
about 1>(J,00(),000. Asm, Africa, Aus- 
trnlia, Bru/.il, with Smith America, 
Mexico, Central America and Canada, 
togotherproiluce oiily 2(;,00n,000 pounds, 
but impart •lS,0lJO,O;X) beside. Conse- 
quently, tho total tpiautity of paper 
manufactured by the European process 
is 2,280,000,000 pounds, which is used 
by only 804,000,000 of suuls of a total 
population of 1,423,000,000. The re- 
maining two-thirds of humanity either 
use no paper or use pai>er made in Asi- 
»tio fashion. As regards tho consump- 
tion of pai)er per huiul of population, 
Eughiud and tile United States are on 
the some level, each country using 
'v-.'lvc pounds fdv en'"h inhnl>itant. lu 
ti. riiiaiiy tlie ['Imii h luui is [cu and a 
half poimds per lieail, in Switzerland 
len, France and Belgium eight, the 
Netherlands six, Austria five and one- 
third ; in Italy, Portugal and Sweden, i 
ruBpeotively, four pounds per head. The 
toUil value of the 2,280,000,000 poimds 
of pajM^r prodnc'cil may bo rongldy esti- 
mated at from 3100,000,000 to ?200,- 
000,000. Half of that sum is expended 
tor i)rinting paper. — London Printing 
Trade Journul.

' ■ • ' The spneilicRtioii for the Yale-('nri- 
boo trunk roiul is unique in design. 
When it li:ts been carefully considered, 
tlio wonder is tliat any one could bo 

. found who would undertake tlie unjust 

• and one-sided obligations contained.in 
.. it. Between individuals, a contract 

which .requires thv performance of 
work, invohnng a <,'reat outlay of labor 
and money on the one hand — and pay- 
ment for such services upon the other 
is uaunlly reduced into suqha.practi- 
cal sluipe in writing, that little room is 
aflbrded for scamping the work or 

• evading its payment when properly 
done- There should be no ditroi i-nce 
when the contracfc happens to be gov- 
ernment work. Yet we defy luiv per- 
son reasonably conver.sant witli lou- 

^' ' tract work to point to specificaiion.s so 
lopsided, so arbitrary, and witlial so 
unintelligible a.i the set now in ques- 
, .tion<H ^Ithough the contract is for an 
K^^h^tal^lutup sum, and no one can fore- 

• teirwh'ether little or much work will 
' ' be required, the contractor instead of 

being entitled to bo paid for the work 
ha may actually do, is compelled to 
perform that whicii the Chief Gommis- 
■ sioner may require. There is no dis- 
cretion in the contractor, but he is at 
the mercy, yes, at tho very caprice of 
-: 'tho Chief Commissioner. That otbcor 
has to apjirove of the material.s, of the 
workmanship, and to indicate and ])re- 
> '.jnoribe tl^e character and, quantitii^s of 
*■ "* "the wor£: to be done. Not that quan 
tities arc specified. On the contrary, 
everything from the amount of repairs, 
their character, down to and including 
their approval, and including tho ques- 
tion whether the contractor is to be 
paid or not, is left to the tyrannical dis- 
cretion of the Chief Commissioner. If 
-Tf - the'contrnctor wore to be paid for Iub 
...wdrk' according to scheduled prices 
'. then we could see the propriety of dic- 
tating to him what work ho should do, 
and it seems to us that in the present 
"j •■;,aise the only fair way both to the gov- 
"si -ornrnent and the contractor would have 
"been" to provide that the government 
aupefiiitendent should from time to 
time specify to the contractor the work

It is still that ineffable discre- 
tion. Uncertain and unintelligible the

AVo have not, how- 
ever, the privilege of criticizing IIk^so

S\'liilo jiulge.s and lawyoi'3 are wranjjling 
and ai-guing a.s to who sliall bo hold re- 
sponaiblo for tlie loss of the Tlirashor on 
Gubriola lloef, time and rudo Boreas have 
almoat dostroyod tho vosael. Mr. W, H. 
Lomaa, this Indian Agent, who has been 
on a tour of inspection among tho varioaa 
Indian tribes on tlio ialand.s of tho Gulf, 
arrived here on Thursday. Ho informa 
us that one of the mast* of tho ill-fated 
voBsol has been carried away and the other 
two are greatly out of position. Tho hull 
was working considerably and appears 
much broken up. The late southeast 
gales, however, have proved too much 
for tho unfortunate vessel and wo may 
learn any day that she has either gone to 
pieces or floated off tho rock and sunk in 
deep water. When such an event occurs 
tho Gabriola Beacon should be placed on 
what is now known as tho Thrashor rock. 

Tho time-honored bastion, so well know 1 1 
by all who have over been within sight of 
it, is about fallingdown and will shortly be 
among tho things that were unless repairs 
aro soon efl'octed. 

The following is ailditional coucernint,' 
the wreck reported from Nanainio yoatir- 
day morning : Tho steamer Douglas ar- 
rived on Thursday from Entranco Island 
lighthouse and reported that a sloop had 
boon driven on tho rocks at Entrance la- 
land during the gale on Monday last and 
all on board lost. Mr. R. Gray, the light- 
koopor, ran down with a rope to assist tho 
men ashore, but the following wave strik- 
ing her in tho storn turned her complete- 
ly over, canning the inmates with it, who 
must have been instantly killed. The 
wreck floated of}' and on striking the rocks 
at the soutli-west end of the Island turn- 
ed completely over several times and 
finally drifted ofl' badly broken up. Tho 
aoa was running fearfully high and it 
would have been perfect madness to 
launch tho small boat kept at tho Island. 
Tho sloop exactly answers the dcecription 
of a fishing sloop owned by two men at 
New WoBtininster, and who with two 
Indian woman and three children were 
engaged in dog-tialiing. One, a Fronch- 
nian, waa named Valpi, the oilier named 
Itouell or Rowell. Tho sails of the sloop 
were all gone before she reached the 
island and appeared to have had a rough 
time. It would seem almost certain that 
Movon lives havo been lost, and it is el- 
tremely doubtful if any of their bodies 
will over bo found. 

I'atienta were removed on Thursday 
from the ohl building used for several 
year.4 past as an hospital on Chapel street 
to tlio new, handsome and commodicma 
building lately built on Franklyn street. 

I'lio proprietors of the Wellington col- 
lieries nave decided lu at once oomraonce 
the sinking of the shaft from the top uf 
the blulTat South Wellington to the coal 
without waiting for a bore to ho put down. 
This will avoid a delay of several months. 

During the recent gale a man in tho em- 
ploy of the Wellington colliery experienc- 
ed a hair breath escape from instant 
death. It appears that a largo pine tree 
was blown down during tho storm which 
smashed his cabin to atoms and fell be- 
tween the iinnato and hia dog without 
hurting either. The man got his ax and 
chopped his way out of tho ruins. 

Col. Laurie inspected tho militia corps 
of Nanaimo and Wellington on Friday 
afternoon. 

Death of Sonry 0, Oourtney. 

Intelligence was received in town yes- 
terday of the death, at Soda Creek, of H. 
C. Courtney. Deceased was an old resi- 
dent of this city and for many years in 
practice here in his profession as ii law- 
yer. For two or tlueo years he was Po- 
lico Magistrate, and while in that office 
discharged his duties with promptitude 
and impartiality. Ho came hero from 
England early in tho sixties, and was for 
a long time foremost in every act of Luiio- 
volenco where amateur performances wore 
called into requisition. For liberality and 
kindness of disposition lie had bttt few 
equals and no superiors. Deceased left 
for Cariboo early last spring and was prac- 
tising law there till quite recently. He 
loaves a widow and family in this city. 

Thk Coal Harcok Fisijury.— Tho com- 
pany's works are now in full blast. Tho 
catch is good, three hundred barrels hav- 
ing been taken in a single night.

Tho steamers Geo. Elder and State 
of California wore detained at tho mouth 
of the Columbia three daya this week, try- 
ing vainly to get out. They made the 
tirat cilbrt on the 14th, f-illowed by other 
ell'orts on the loth, liitli ami 17th, the 
latter proving succcHsfiii. 

The atoainship Umatilla arrived at Se- 
attle from San Franci.sco on Friiluy and 
anchored in the stream. She innde re- 
markably good tiinu, and brought coimid- 
erable freight for utir merchants. Shu 
will haul into the wharf to-day ami dis- 
chargo. 

Tho Editli Lome grounili'ii on I ho Ci>l- 
luiibia river bar about eleven a. in. on 
Friday last. Aliout tlueo hours after 
she sot her flag half-mast union down. 
The tug then towed Capt. Harris with a 
life boat as near as possible, which took 
off half the crew, and at 2h o'clock suc- 
ceeded in getting the men remaining, the 
ship being then abandoned. High tide 
floated hor ofi', and on the flood she must 
have drifted tlirough tho cut and across 
the south channel to Clatsop spit, near 
tho wreck of the British bnrque Fernglen, 
where she still lies upright, but with her 
bulwarks broken amidship.1. At low 
water late this afternoon from here we 
could seo man aboard lowering sails. The 
captain and crow havo not arrived here 
yet. Thoy will probably come on the 
stoiimor Conloy late Friday evening. The 
loss of tho ship is generally considered 
solely due to over confidence uf Pilot 
Wood. Tho Edith Lorno is a British iron 
ship of 805 tons regiater, and owned by 
\V. (). Taylor & Uo. of Uundoo. She was 
built in 187tj, first class in every respect. 
Hor diiuonaions are: Loiigtli "200 feet, 
beam 38.3 feet, depth 19 feet. Shu canio 
hero lato in October from Hobart Town, 
Australin, in ballast, consigned to Sibson, 
Church & Co., who chartered her prior to 
arrival.

Shoot him about the 
legs." Five siiote were fired and three 
bullets lodged in Galvin's thigh and he 
fell on his face and set'eral of the 
attacking party began beating him 
with the butts of their guns. 

LoN'DON, Nov. 15. — The docuiiunits 
seized in connection with the arrest of 
Tobin, the fenian, relate to establish- 
ment by force of arms of nn Irish re- 
public and reveal the existence of an 
extensive organization known as the 
Royal Irish Republican Society with 
numerous member.s.

She was 
twenty years of age, prepossessing, 
educated in the cast and attended the 
normal school at Englewood. She was 
regarded as a young {l&dy of brilliant 
prospects. Upon learning of the fact 
the town became greatly excited and 
bands of residents went out in every di- 
rection to get a cluo of tho murderer. 
Last night she retired as usual but sub 
sequently rose, dressed herself and go- 
ing to the room of tho superintendent's 
wife complained of feeling ill. She was 
sent back by that lady, but instead of 
going to her room went out on the 
street and at 10 o'clock the body was 
found secreted in the weeds bv two 
students. Both arms and legs were 
broken and several cuts on the body 
made with a knife. The head lay some 
distance from tho body. Parts of the 
hands and feet were scattered on the 
grass, indicating that the murderer had 
deposile^d his burden hurriedly and fled. 
Over the loft, nipple was a knife wound 
but not sufficient to cause death. The 
thighs and abdomen were badly dis- 
colored carrying the impression of an 
outrage. Two men in thegarb of tramps 
were seen at II o'clock rapidly hurry- 
ing along Wenlworth avenue, but 
though pursued by e.xcited citizens they 
escaped.
